The slim brochure, which 
will likely have an insert of a 
simple outline of the complex 
as well asa picture of it on 
the front will be delivered to 
St. Albert residents in the 
first week of January, before 
the January 13 plebiscite. It 
will have been put together 
for the printers by December 
23. 

While seven members of 
council were given the task of 
recommending changes to 
the question and answer 
format of the brochure, there 
seemed to be a fatalistic 
tendency to go over old 
ground, as if to make sure 
that everything was all right. 

Motion after motion was 
carried, lost, or amended as 
the special meeting went 
through its paces, eventually 
reaching the goal of giving 
town staff something to work 
on for the public to see. 

Anvinstance of the kind of 
nitty gritty hassle which kept 
creaping into the discussion 
was when Coun. Rod Thr- 
ondson - as is often the case - 
had his motion calling for the 
‘firm’ to be left out of the 
phrase ‘‘firm estimates,’’ 
roundly defeated. 

As might have been ex- 
pected, the problem of 
access to the multi-purpose 
recreation facility was a 
highlight of the council’s 
discussions. 

There was the ever present 
problem of the St. Albert 
Trail in the back of coun- 
cillors’ minds. 


Id 


Councillor Myrna Fyfe 
said that council could not 
bury its head in the sand and 
pretend that this problem did 
not exist as ‘‘people on the 
east side (of the Trail) 
remember children killed."’ 

The problem could be 
licked by constructing a 
series of footbridges and 
overpasses and possibly even 
bicycle ways, as council had 
to ‘‘satisfy the people on 
safety,’’ as Coun. Fyfe put it. 

Safety should be a sep- 
arate item in the brochure 
pointed out Coun. Margaret 
Smith, while Mayor Plain felt 
that the public’s feelings on 
safety were being over- 
dramatized here. ‘‘There’ll 
not be a person killed every 
30 seconds,’’ he said, re- 
ferring to the time when St. 
Albert residents would be 
pouring into the recreation 
facility on McKenney Aven- 
ue. And he felt that there 
was evidence that ‘‘more 
accidents happen off the 
Trail than on it.”’ 

Town Administrator Bob 
Byrou, with reference to the 
talk on providing inbuilt 
safety factors for the re- 
creation complex, asked cou- 
ncil if they were not talking 
of a $6 million facility and 
that was why he had left out 
the access problem ‘‘till the 
time came to do it.”’ * 

Coun. Frank Lukay said 
that council could be laughed 
out of town if the brochure 
did not spell out the safety 
factors regarding recreation 
complex access. But he con- 
ceded that the access had not 
been ‘‘constructed yet to be 


criticized.’’ Mayor Dick Plain 


felt that the simple answer 
was that there was ready and 
simple accesses to the site. 


Information in the bro- 
chure would also point to the 
fact that at no time would a 
major recreation event be 
planned from 5 - 6 p.m. 

This would coincide with 
the rush hour and would 
make left hand turns to the 
complex very difficult. 

Coun. Throndson stil! 
wanted some information in 
the brochure on why the 
major facility had been 
chosen above three decen- 
tralized sites. 

Another skirmish surfaced 
during the discussion when 
Coun, Lukay - referring to 
the need for the complex, - 
said that he couldn’t support 
it just because a government 
grant was available; the 
facility had to be needed by 
the people first. 

‘But that was why we 
were excited,’’ interjected 
Coun. Fyfe, because the 
town had got the money to 
spend, 

And this was how the 
meeting proceeded for five 
hours, with councillors gett- 
ing bogged down, sometimes 
against their will, in the mass 
of facts to be put before the 
public. 

The big words, like ‘‘con- 
solidation’’ (of the complex), 
to provide for maximum use, 
kept flying, and the question 
of the provincial grants 
provided grist to council’s 
mill before the meeting 
ended at 8.30.

What we have come to call 
the ‘Star of Bethlehem,"’ 
which guided the Three Wise 
Men to Christ's birthplace 
nearly two thousand years 
ago, is still a haunting 
mystery. 

If you want to take in a 
mind boggling trip - back to 
the skies of Bethlehem at the 
time of Christ's birth - then 
go to that time machine 
which is the Queen Elizabeth 
Planetarium this holiday and 
see most of the mystery 
solved before your very eyes. 
For information on show 
times phone 455-0119. 

Not only is the annual 
show at the Planetarium - 
111th Avenue and 142nd 
Street a fine show visually 
and to the ear, but the ‘Star 
of Christmas’’ is a must for 
those with scientifically cur- 
ious minds. 

The show begins to the 
strains of Ralph Vaughan 
Williams’ Fantasia on a 
theme of ‘‘Greensleeves’’ 
and the vault of the heavens 
literally opens up above your 
eyes forcing you to crane 
your head in a way you never 
do when you’re under the 
real sky. 

Gradually we are intro- 
duced to the skies above 
Edmonton as they would 
have appeared at the historic 
time of Christ’s birth, which 
can be worked out to quite a 
fine point. 

Indeed much of the intri- 
guing show is taken up with 
pin-pointing the exact time of 
Christ’s birth so that it can 
be matched with any his- 
torical records of astronom- 
ical phenomena occurring at 
that time. 

The incredible equipment 
of the Planetarium flicks us 
1200 miles south to the skies 
of Bethlehem about 2000 
years ago, with the Big 
Dipper or Plough very low on 
the northern horizon. 

Then we are asked, with 
the help of the resources of 
the Planetarium to visualize 
some of the objects which 
might have led the Magi to 
the place of Christ's birth. 

We use the time scale 
BC--AD, thanks to the efforts 
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of a monk, Dionysius, writing 
around 533 AD, who decided 
that the Roman calendar 
then in vogue was not much 
use and invented the scale 
we use, based from the year 
zero 1,975 years ago. 

We're told to consider 
that, going from the infor- 
mation in the gospel of Matt- 
hew, the only one of the four 
gospels which mentions the 
wise men and the star, 
Christ’s birth occurred in the 
reign of Herod, from 34 - 4 B. 

We. know that Herod, the 
then King of Israel died 
during a partial eclipse of the 
Moon in 4 BC. Also that an 
edict went out from Caesar 
Augustus that all the world 
should be taxed, in 8 BC; and 
that because news travelled 
slowly in those days, Mary 
and Joseph would not hear of 
the tax notice for about a 
year after. And the gospel 
story tells us that they 
arrived in Bethlehem to 
submit to the edict and at 
this point Mary gave birth to 
her child. 

This is where the ‘‘star’’ 
story fits in. On the vault of 
the skies above our heads, 
we go through the numerous 
possibilities of what it was 


the wise men saw and the 
astrological significance of it. 
A comet flashes above our 
heads, and we're told that 
the Wise men could not have 
seen one as there were none 
of any significance in 7 BC. 
Halley’s Comet was nowhere 
around this planet then 
either. Then fireballs and 
meteors zoom across the 
Planetarium roof. But the 
wise men would not have 
been impressed with these 
for what they saw was a 
standing star seemingly gui- 
ding them to a particular 
place. Chinese records show 
that there were no great nova 
or supernova star explosions 
in the sky at the time; a 
supernova is the end of a star 
when it dies in a burst of 
glory 10 million times bri- 
ghter than its original power. 
Then we are confronted 
with the only scientific 
explanation of the Star of 
Bethlehem at present known 
to'us. Anything else, we 
would have to accept as 
miraculous, or a divine 
intervention in the usual 
goings on of the universe. 
Looking at the skies above 
our heads in the Planetarium 
we see reconstructed the

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In February of this year 
the Provincial Government 
announced a grant for re- 
creational and cultural facil- 
ities of $100 per capita for all 
Alberta municipalities. The 
* purpose of the grant was to 
assist municipalities to pro- 
vide more facilities, upgrade 
existing facilities or to help 
defray debts on existing 
facilities. Grant funds are not 
to be used for operational 
costs. 

The program was offered 
overa 10 year period, with 
the final total grant escalated 
on the population count in 
the 10th year. Thus muni- 
cipal councils and/or recrea- 
tion boards may, if they 
wish, program the expendi- 
tures and construction of a 
facility or facilities over a 10 
year plan. 

Seventy-five dollars of the 
grant for each person is for 
recreation and $25 of the 
grant per person is for cul- 
tural facilities. Facilities may 
be separate or combined to 
reach the 75-25 ratio. Thus 
the program is flexible and 
designed to allow munici- 
palities with differing needs 
throughout Alberta to have a 
number of-options open as to 
how they can use these funds 
to best serve their people 
over a 10-year period. 

Regulations state that in- 
put should be received from 
service clubs, school boards,

organizations and interested 
citizens. Voluntary work 
contribution and/or financial 
contribution is to be en- 
couraged from community 
organizations and workers in 
order to make the grant 
money go further. 

Some communities are 
presently programming their 
grant over the full 10-year 
period, planning first the 
most needed facilities with 
provision to add to these over 
10 years. Quite a number of 
municipalities are planning 
for recreational needs first 
with the 25% cultural funds 
to be used later on. 

Many St. Albert residents 


have talked with me over the 
past three years and particu- 
larly during the last eight 
months on how they see our 
town’s needs. From these 
discussions four major de- 
sires have come through 
most strongly - three arena 


shells in three districts, pool 


attached to a school, widest 
possible use of existing 
school facilities under the 
joint use concept, and an 
additional arts and crafts 
centre. Both school boards 
favour facilities on school 
sites, with Paul Kane school 
planned for a pool and land 
available on the St. Albert 
High site also. Perhaps a 


lesser number have stressed 
cross country ski trails, 
bicycle paths and track facil- 
ities to place emphasis on 
keep-fit programs for all 
ages. 

The program is flexible 
and | hope that all residents 
will give the matter careful 
thought and take advantage 
of the plebiscite opportunity 
offered by the town council to 
go to the polls on January 
13th. When that question is 
answered I hope that all 
townspeople will actively 
support the wish of the 
majority, be it for a major 
recreation-culture complex 
or neighbourhood facilities. 


Ice pack drift 
surprises scientists 


A joint Canada-United 
States research ice station on 
the Arctic Polar ice, occupied 
since spring, has surprised 
its occupants and other 
scientists by drifting far from 
the course it was expected to 
take. Instead of moving 
roughly southwestward, fr- 
om the Canadian into the 
United States sector of the 
Arctic Ocean, it spent only a 
short time in the U.S. sector 
and is now back well into the 


Canadian sector, and still 
drifting eastward at an 
accelerated pace. 

The station is the major 
197S undertaking of the 
Canada-U.S. Arctic Ice Dyn- 

.amics Joint Experiment 
(AIDJEX), a long term 
project aimed at understand- 
ing the interaction between 
air and ice in the Arctic, and 
its effect on the North 
American climate. Situated 
on a level stretch of Arctic

Financial Aspects- Recreation 
& Culture Complex 


Under the terms of the 
Provincial Government’s 
Major Cultural/Recreation 
Facility Program a commun- 
ity may receive up to $100 
per capita support if it meets 
all of the terms and condi- 
tions contained in the pro- 
vincial regulations. The pro- 
gram as it is presently 
envisaged will: (1) terminate 
as of March 31, 1985 and (2) 
allow the $100 per capita 
assistance to be based on the 
maximum population con- 
tained in a community during 
the 10 year period. It is clear 
that the amount of additional 
financial assistance that a 
municipality would qualify 
for in each of the future years 
of the program would depend 
entirely on its rate of popu- 
lation growth. 


MAJOR CONDITIONS: 


1. The first set of major 
conditions are as follows: 

(1) Regional multi-purpo- 
se facility - Prov. Gov't. 
50%; Municipal Funding - 
50%. 

(2) Municipal multi-purp- 
ose - Prov. Gov't. 40%; 
Municipal Funding - 60%. 

(3) Regional single purp- 
ose - Prov. Gov’t. 35%; 
Municipal Funding 65%. 

(4) Municipal single pur- 
pose - Prov. Gov't. 30%; 
Municipal Funding - 70%. 

A multi-purpose project is 
defined as a project which is 
designed to provide re- 


creational facilities for the 
residents of a region or 
municipality for any THREE 
or more recreational uses 
including (but not so as to be 
limited to) an arts and crafts 
centre, a hockey arena, a 
curling rink, a rodeo arena, a 
tennis court, a theatre, a 
concert hall, a library or an 
art gallery. 

2. The second major con- 
dition is that a minimum of 
25% of the Provincial funds 
allocated under Section 1 
must be expended on cul- 
tural activities. 


IMPLICATIONS: 


The significance of the 


“major conditions set out 


above (a number of other 
constraints are ignored for 
the sake of brevity) is that a 
community's recreational 
and cultural priorities and 
desires regarding the man- 
ner and way facilities are 
grouped together must for all 
practical economic purposes 
fall within provincial guide- 
lines. 

In effect, a $1,000,000. 
proposed expenditure ona 
purely recreational facility 
not grouped with other 
facilities would result in: (1) 
a loss of 25% of funding due 
to the lack of cultural content 
and (2) a municipal single 
purpose classification. The 
net result is that the Pro- 
vincial Government would 
provide $225,000. and the 


municipality would be re- 
quired to pay $775,000. If the 
same million dollars was 
expended on facilities which 
met the cultural content 
regulation and a municipal 
multi-purpose designation 
was achieved the Provincial 
Government’s share would 
increase to $400,000. and the 
municipality's share would 
decrease to $600,000. Simil- 
arly, if a regional multi-pur- 
pose classification was ob- 
tained the respective muni- 
cipal and provincial shares 
amount to $500,000. apiece. 

The above example is 
highly simplified; however, it 
illustrates the complexity of 
the grant structure and the 
great care which must be 
expended in ensuring that 
the recreational and cultural 
priorities and facilities are 
grouped in a manner which 
minimizes the municipal 
costs incurred in providing a 
given mix of services. It is 
worth noting that hundreds 
of hours of time and effort 
have been expended on 
negotiating and justifying a 
municipal multi-purpose cla- 
ssification for the proposed 
St. Albert complex - in effect 
a 40 - 60% split. As matters 
presently stand the possi- 
bility exists that we may 
receive a regional multi- 
purpose 50-50% split in the 
proposed complex. The final 
decision in this regard will 
not be rendered by the 
Provincial Government until 
late March. 
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pack ice, the station has a 
complement of over 30 
scientists and assistants. It is 
supplied by air. The Cana- 
dian contingent is operating 
under the auspices of the 
Polar Continental Shelf Pro- 
ject, a branch of EMR. 

The drift of the pack ice is 
caused by winds, which this 
year have unexpectedly bl- 
own from the northwest 
rather than from the east, as 
expected. As a result of the 
abnormal wind direction the 
pack ice has moved south 
against the mainland coast, 
closing the sea lanes to 
Prudhoe Bay, Alaska, the 
site of a major oil discovery. 


Geological 
discovery 
starts 


“ mini rush ” 


The discovery of copper 
mineralization in a remote 
region of the North West 
Territories has started what 
one knowledgeable observer 
termed a ‘‘mini-rush’’ by 
mining companies. 

The copper-bearing for- 
mation is located in the 
Redstone River area, about 
600 kilometres west of 
Yellowknife. The grade of 
the copper ore is not yet 
known. 

The news about the dis- 
covery was released by the 
Geological Survey of Canada, 
EMR, in late August, and a 
month later close to 200 
claims had been registered 
with the mining recorder’s 
office in Yellowknife.

Govern- 
ment spending on social 
programs, which inflates 
the size, complexity and 
cost of government, leads 
directly to concentrations 
of power in business.

The burden bears heav- 
iest on small firms. Taxes 
on payroll, on income, on 
capital gains, on sales, on 
succession -- by reducing 
profitability and the ability 
to finance growth -- force 
owners to sell out. The 
efforts of larger firms to 
obtain special tax advan- 
tages merely accelerate 
the process.

Big labour is a product 
of big government and big 
business. The decline of 
small business employ- 
ment and output is a pro- 
duct of anti-competitive 
behaviour in labour, 
government and business 
and not of technology or 
economies of scale. Power 
can be diffused by lower 
taxes on small firms and 
by tough competition laws.

Second, that energy 


shortages and the transfer 
of jobs to third world 
countries will result in 
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slower growth for deve- 
loped nations. These 
changes require a new 
emphasis on small business 
development and the pre- 
servation of rural com- 
munities.

Large scale standardized 
manufacturing will move 
to the Koreas and Taiwans, 
forcing developed nations 
to specialize in sophisti- 
cated, differentiated pro- 
ducts best provided by 
small and medium enter- 
prises.

In France, Belgium, 
Japan and Germany, public 
policy is directed towards 
encouraging small busi- 
nesses and the communi- 
ties they serve. Controls are 
placed on the growth of 
shopping centres and de- 
partment stores in rural 
areas, on exclusive leases 
and loss leader selling. The 
emphasis is away from the 
automobile and_ towards 
local businesses that are 
within walking distance.

Canadians are living in 
a dream world. Labour 
and professional groups 
fight for exorbitant wage 
increases while hundreds 
of jobs each week slip out 
of the country. Canada’s 
need is to get away from 
dependence on fossil fuels 
from ever-expanding urba 
centres and from ever- 
increasing concentrations 
of power in government, 
business and labour.

Petitioner clarifies concerns 


on proposed complex 


Recent comments in the 
Gazette and the Edmonton 
Journal have prompted me to 
clarify why I became an 
active participant in the 
petition for a plebiscite on 
the money bylaw for the 
Recreational Complex. 

My first concern was the 
financial impact on the rate- 
payers of the town in 
borrowing $2,800,000 dollars 
A plebiscite gives the prop- 
erty owners an opportunity to 
have a say in borrowing that 
large an amount of money 
and thereby accepting or 
rejecting an increase in the 
property tax. (This being $48 
per year). 

Secondly my concern was 
regarding the type of facility 
being proposed, and is it 
going to serve the maximum 
number of active-participan- 
ts per tax dollar. At a recent 
meeting I and other taxpay- 
ers of the community met 
with the mayor, Mr. Bread- 
ner and members of town 
administration and tried to 
express the above views. The 
question to be asked now; 
are we as taxpayers getting 
the kind of facility we need, 
to serve the active-partici- 
pants of this community and 
are we getting maximum use 
of our tax dollar. I must say 
that I believe that our 
meeting with the above 
group was in vain. It’s 
regretable that Mr. Breadner 
feels that we, as interested 
taxpayers and members of 
the community, must ‘‘But- 
up or Shut-up.’’ What must 
be remembered is that we 
live in a democratic system, 
and as members of the 
community we will be the 
users and pay the cost of 
whatever is built. Therefore 
whether Mr. Breadner and 
the town administration sp- 
ent nine months or nine 
years in planning is of no 
particular concern, what 
does matter is whether the 


proposed complex is right for 
the community. 

My view is that the pro- 
posed complex is not what 
the community needs for the 
following reasons: 

1. That the increase in 
property tax resulting from 
building the proposed com- 
plex is excessive when rela- 
ted to the number of active- 
participants it can accommo- 
date, (excluding spectators). 

2. The town in the past 
was considering neighbor- 
hood community recreational 
facilities of smaller size, this 
would be ‘‘an on-going pro- 
gram’’ to accommodate gr- 
owth, 

3. Should the proposed 
complex be built I contend 
that as a community we will 
not be able to afford any 
other facilities for approxi- 
mately 10 years. 

4. The location of the 
complex has been questioned 
right from the beginning. 

(a) The selected site for- 
ces the children living on the 
south side of the river to 
either use Highway No. 2 or 
Perron Street, we are asking 
for accidents to happen. 

(b) Had a complex of a 


smaller size been located, 


adjacent to Paul Kane High 
School, it would serve five 
schools in walking distance. 
The proposed location means 
that all children in the 
community will have to be 
bused. This means added 
‘hidden cost’ for busing - 
tax dollars. It also means 
additional instructional time 
lost due to travel time. 

These are my observations 
and objections as an interes- 
ted member of community 
and a taxpayer. I urge all 
property owners to seriously 
consider all-facts on the 
complex and express your 
view on January 13.

For many of us, one 
Christmas stands out from all 
the others, the one when the 
meaning of the day shone 
clearest. 

Although I did not guess 
it, my own “‘truest’’ Christ- 
mas began on a rainy spring 
day in the bleakest year of 
my life. Recently divorced, | 
was in my 20's, had no job 
and was on my _ way 
downtown to go the rounds of 
the employment offices. | 
had no umbrella, for my old 
one had fallen apart, and I 
could not afford another one. 
I sat down in the streetcar, 
and there against the seat 
was a beautiful silk umbrella 
with a silver handle inlaid 
with gold and flecks of bright 
enamel. I had never seen 
anything so lovely. 

1 examined the handle and 
saw a name engraved among 
the golden scrolls. The usual 
procedure would have been 
to turn in the umbrella to the 
conductor, but on impulse I 
decided to take it with me 
and find the owner myself. I 
got off the streetcar in a 
downpour and thankfully 
opened the umbrella to 
protect myself. Then I 
searched a telephone book 
for the name on the umbrella 
and found it. I called, and a 
lady answered. 

Yes, she said in surprise, 
that was her umbrella, which 
her parents, now dead, had 
given her for a birthday 
present. But, she added, it 
had been stolen from her 
locker at school (she was a 
teacher) more than a year 
before. She was so excited 
that I forgot I was looking for 
a job and went directly to her 
small house. She took the 
umbrella, and her eyes filled 
with tears. 

The teacher wanted to give 
me a reward, but - though 
twenty dollars was all I had 
in the world - her happiness 
at retrieving this special 
possession was such that to 
have accepted money would 
have spoiled something. We 
talked for a while, and I must 
have given her my address. I 
don’t remember. 

The next six months were 
wretched. I was able to 
obtain only temporary em- 
ployment here and there, for 
a small salary, though this 
was what they now call the 
Roaring Twenties. But I put 
aside twenty-five or fifty 
cents when I could afford it 
for my little girl’s Christmas 
presents. (It took me six 
months to save eight dollars) 
My last job ended the day 
before Christmas, my thirty 
dollar rent was soon due, and 
I had fifteen dollars to my 


name - which Peggy and I. 


would need for food. She was 
home from her convent 
boarding school and was 
excitedly looking forward to 
her gifts the next day, which 
I had already purchased. I 
had bought her a small tree, 
and we were going to 
decorate it that night. 

The stormy air was full of 
the sound of Christmas 
merriment as I walked from 
the streetcar to my small 
apartment, Bells rang and 
children shouted in the bitter 
dusk of the evening, and 
windows were lighted and 
everyone was running and 
laughing. But there would be 
no Christmas for me, I knew, 
no gifts, no remembrance 
whatsoever. As | struggled 
through the snowdrifts, I just 


about reached the lowest 
point in my life. Unless a 
miracle happened I would be 
homeless in January, food- 
less, jobless. I had prayed 
steadily for weeks, and there 
had been no answer but this 
coldness and darkness, this 
harsh air, this abandonment. 
God and men had completely 
forgotten me. I felt old as 
death, and as lonely. What 
was to become of us? 

I looked in my mailbox. 
There were only bills in it, a 
sheaf of them, and two white 
envelopes which I was sure 
contained more bills. 1 went 
up three dusty flights of 
stairs, and I cried, shivering 
in my thin coat. But I made 
myself smile so I could greet 
my little daughter with a 
pretense of happiness. She 
opened the door for me and 
threw herself in my arms, 
screaming joyously and de- 
manding that we decorate 
the tree immediately. 

Peggy was not yet six 
years old, and had been 
alone all day while I worked. 
She had set our kitchen table 
for our evening meal, proud- 
ly, and put pans out and the 
three cans of food which 
would be our dinner. For 
some reason, when I looked 


at those pans and cans, I felt . 


brokenhearted. We would 
have only hamburgers fot 
our Christmas dinner to- 
morrow, and gelatin. I stood 
in the cold little kitchen, and 
misery overwhelmed me. For 
the first time in my life, I 
doubted the existence of God 
and His mercy, and the 
coldness in my heart was 
colder than ice. 

The doorbell rang and 
Peggy ran fleetly to answer 
it, calling that it must be 


‘Santa Claus. Then I heard a 


man talking heartily to her 
and went to the door. He was 
a delivery man, and his arms 
were full of big parcels, and 
he was laughing at my 
child’s frenzied joy and her 
dancing. ‘‘This is a mis- 
take,’’ Isaid, but he read the 
name on the parcels and they 
were for me. When he had 
gone I could only stare at the 
boxes. Peggy and I sat on the 
floor and opened them. A 


huge doll, three times the. 


size of the one I had bought 
for her. Gloves. Candy. A 
beautiful leather purse. In- 
credible! I looked for the 
name of the sender. It was 
the teacher, the address 
simply ‘California,’ where 
she had moved. 

Our dinner that night was 
the most delicious I had ever 
eaten. I could only pray in 
myself, ‘“Thank You, Fath- 
er.’’ I forgot I had no money 
for the rent and only fifteen 
dollars in my purse and no 
job. My child and I ate and 
laughed together in happ- 
iness. Then we decorated the 
little tree and marveled at it. 
I put Peggy to bed and set up 
her gifts around the tree, and 
a sweet peace flooded me 
like a benediction. I had 
some hope again. I could 
even examine the sheaf of 
bills without cringing. Then I 
opened the two white envel- 
opes. One contained a 
cheque for thirty dollars from 
a company | had worked for 
briefly in the summer. It 
was, said a note, my 
‘‘Christmas bonus.’’ My 
rent! 

The other envelope was an 
offer of a permanent position 
with the government - to 
begin two days after Christ- 


mas. I sat with the letter in 
my hand and the cheque on 
the table before me, and I 
think that was the most joyful 
moment of my life up to that 
time. 

The church bells began to 
ring. I hurriedly looked at my 
child, who was sleeping 
blissfully, and ran down to 
the street. Everywhere peo- 
ple were walking to church to 
celebrate the birth of the 
Saviour. People smiled at me 
and I smiled back. The storm 
had stopped, the sky was 
pure and glittering with 
stars. 

‘The Lord is born!’’ sang

the bells to the crystal night 
and the laughing darkness. 
Someone began to sing,

I am not alone at all, I 
thought.

gress Party is still in power in 
this country. Go back to your 
home villages and co-operate 
with the party officials.’’ 
Then, referring to the mem- 
bers of the League of Malawi 
Youth, he said: ‘‘My boys 
are here to see that you do 
co-operate with the Party.”’ 
Soon roads in the north and 
central regions of Malawi 
were filled with Jehovah’s 
Witnesses on their way back 
to their home villages. 


REFUSE POLITICAL 
CARDS 


In some instances the 
Witnesses were allowed to 
enter their villages and take 
up occupancy of houses they 
abandoned in 1972. How- 
ever, in most cases Youth 
Leaguers soon called to ask if 
they were prepared to buy 
political party cards. Re- 
ferring to Jesus’ example of 
political neutrality, the Wit- 
nesses refused. Immediately 
beatings, rapings and other 
atrocities began again and 
many were driven from their 
homes. In Kanchenche six 
Witness women were all 
raped by several men. In 
Sosola village a group of men 
and women, including the 
local Member of Parliament, 
Mr. Elson Muluzi, seized the 
possessions of the Witnesses 
and drove them from the 
village. 

Early in September youths 
under the direction of the 
Kasonjola branch of the 


Malawi Congress Party visit- 
ed homes of Jehovah's 
Witnesses in six villages, 
demanding they buy party 
cards. When they refused, 
the youths stole all their 
belongings, subjected them 
to terrible beatings and 
urinated on the supply of 
flour that these refugees had 


brought with them, making it 


unfit for food. 
BRUTAL BEATINGS 


In other locations the 
Witnesses were stripped 
naked, their hair burned off 
their bodies with torches and 
beaten until blood came out 
of their mouths and noses. 
This happened at Chimas- 
ongwe village in Lilongwe 
under the direction of the 
local chairman of the Youth 
League, Mr. Chipukupuku, 
while the attackers were 
urged on by local women 
members of the League of 
Malawi women. 

Because no one will accept 
them, many Witnesses have 
been forced to wander in the 
cities by day, sleeping in 
nearby forests at night. 
Upward of 4,800 fled to 
neighboring Zambia, but 
reports just received say they 
were repatriated to Malawi 
by force. 


FAMILIES BROKEN UP 


Dr. H. Kamuzu Banda, life 
president of Malawi, recently 
instructed the Malawi police 
to round up adult Jehovah’s 


Witnesses and put them.in 
detention camps. The child- 
ren are being left behind 
either to stay with relatives 
or fend for themselves. The 
government order applies 
this even to nursing infagts. 
The police have ruthlessly 
executed this order. Whole 


congregations of Witnesses, 
men and women, have been 
rounded up and put in 
detention to further pressure 
them into buying political 
party membership cards and 
to prevent-flight from Mala- 
wi, according to the latest 
reports.

Lt Guilt 


If you had been alive one 
hundred years ago and 
wished to play Christmas 
music in your home, you 
would not have been able to 
switch on the phonograph or 
radio. Perhaps you would 
have wound up a music box 
and listened to a fragile, 
bell-toned reproduction of 
‘‘Adeste Fideles’’ or ‘‘O 
Tannenbaum.”’ 

For centuries before the 
music box was developed, 
inventors searched for ways 
of reproducing music without 
actually playing it. The 
principle on which music 
boxes operate was dis- 
covered early in the Middle 
Ages: a musical tone could 
be produced by vibrating a 
piece of metal, and melodies 
could be played by using 
pieces of various sizes and 
shapes. The problem for the 
first inventors, however, was 
discovering how to activate 
the metal pieces mech- 
anically. 

The modern music box, 
however, was not invented 
until late in the eighteenth 
century. At this time the 
Swiss developed cylinder 
music boxes, in which pins 
projecting from tin or brass 
cylinders caused tiny ham- 
mers to strike bells. Steel 
teeth mounted on combs 
produced the sounds. At first 
each tooth was mounted on a 
separate comb, but early in 
the nineteenth century the 
French began putting all the 
teeth on one comb. To 
produce different tunes in 
the early boxes it was 
necessary to change either 
the pins or the entire cylin- 
der. In later years several 
combs, each containing one 
or more complete melodies, 
were included in one box. 

As these cylinder boxes 
became more popular and 
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derful customers, we 
wish the hest of holi-

the craftsmen producing 
them grew in expertise, 
musical movements began to 
be included in items of all 
sizes, from letter seals to 
grandfather clocks. The best 
sound, however, came from 
medium-size boxes, large 
enough to allow reverbera- 
tion but small enough to 
prevent distortion. 

The last major innovation 
came from Germany during 
the nineteenth century, when 
disc music boxes were in- 
vented. Like cylinder boxes, 
disc boxes used steel combs, 
but in them the comb was 
activated by pointed metal 
wheels moved by pierced 
metal discs. The advantage 
of this type of box was that 
discs could be made quickly 
and relatively inexpensively, 
so that discs of a song could 
be produced and circulated 
before the song went out of 
style. For the first time, 
music boxes could be used 
for popular music. 

The ‘disc music box be- 
came very popular because 
of its practicality and ver- 
satility. Many people still 
preferred the cylinder boxes, 
though, believing that -they 
were more carefully crafted 
because they could not easily 
be mass-produced. 

The music box reached its 
peak in popularity during the 
last years of the nineteenth 
certury. After that, its func- 
tion was taken over by the 
phonograph. While music 
boxes will probably never 
again be as popular as they 
were a century ago, ‘anti- 
ques, reproductions and mo- 
dern boxes are all available 
today. 

Buy them only from 
reputable dealers unless you 
are an expert yourself. Listen 
to a variety of boxes, both

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Midnight Mass in log chapel welcomed young NWMP officer 


A history capsule of St. 
Albert was provided by Mrs. 
Bertha Kennedy to the St. 
Albert Historical Society, in 
which she reviewed the his- 
tory of the police in St. Albert 
from 1877 - 1944. 

Students in our schools 
and many residents will be 
interested in Mrs. Kenn- 
edy's story which begins on a 
Christmas Eve 98 years ago. 

The history of the police in 
St. Albert begins on De- 
cember 24, 1877 when a 
young man arrived at the 
mission to attend Midnight 
Mass. He wore the uniform 
of the North West Mounted 
Police. This young man was 
Alfred Arcand. He was born 
at Deschambault in the pro- 
vince of Quebec, where he 
received his early education. 
In his 26th year, he had an 
irresistible urge to seek 
adventure in the vast, prac- 
tically unexplored regions of 
the West. He joined the 
ranks of the North West 
Mounted Police and arrived 
in Alberta on January 10, 
1877. After reporting to Mr. 
Laird the governor of the 
Territories, he was assigned 


to Fort Macleod. A few 
monihs later he was trans- 
ferred to Fort Edmonton (the 
old fort established at the 
mouth of the Sturgeon. River 
by the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany) now named Fort Sask- 
atchewan. Here he was 
called upon to conclude a 
treaty with the Blackfeet, 
when specified that the In- 
dians would respect the 
Whites who would seek 
asylum on Indian lands. It 
was during this time that he 
travelled from Fort Sask- 
atchewan to attend Midnight 
Mass at Saint Albert. 

The church was an old log 
chapel, but civilization was 
apparent in the decorations; 
candles, artificial flowers, 
and a creche. Wearing boots 
and spurs, Alfred Arcand 
carefully made his way to the 
front of the church, being 
careful not to step on the 
women and children who, 
Indian fashion, were squa- 
tted on the floor in the centre 
aisle. Bishop Grandin, assis- 
ted by Father Lestang and 
two other Oblates, celebra- 
ted the mass. The choir, 
under the direction of Sister 
B‘anchet of the Grey Nuns,

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consisted of three or four 
other sisters, a few students 
from the convent and a few 
lay brothers. The chapel was 
overcrowded, but only a few 
were white people. Among 
them were Leon Harnois, the 
brother-in-law of Father La- 
combe, and his family, and 
Octave Majeau with his 
family. 

After Mass the young 
policeman was overjoyed to 
be invited to the home of Mr. 
Harnois, where he was 
greeted with cordial and 
joyful hospitality. 

In 1880 Mr. Arcand re- 
turned to the East where he 
married Adele Bellisle. A 
few months later, accompan- 
ied by two brothers-in-law, 
he returned to the West. The 
trip was made by train as far 
as Winnipeg, and from there 
they proceeded by oxcart. 
The caravan was comprised 
of 22 persons, the youngest 
of which was three months 
old. They met with many 
hardships: storms, cold wea- 
ther, isolation and many 
privations for two and a half 
months. 

On arriving in Saint Al- 
bert, Mr. Arcand obtained a 
farm from an Indian who had 
received the land from the 
Government. No money was 
used in the transaction. In 
exchange for the piece of 
land, Mr. Arcand gave a 
horse and a saddle. 

Besides cultivating the 
land, Mr. Arcand found time 
to teach in a small 20 x 24 
foot school, known as Belle- 
rose School. This old school 
is now situated in Fort 
Edmonton, where it has been 
furnished with all the equip- 
ment that a school of that 
time used. Many children of 
the early settlers began their 
education in this school. 

In 1912 Mr. Arcand left the 


' farm and moved to Lac La 


Biche, where he operated a 
trading post, trading food- 
stuffs and other necessities 
for the furs the Indians 
brought in. In 1919 he once 
again returned to Saint 
Albert and bought a larger 
farm, his wife having died in 
1918. Mr. Arcand lived with 


one of his sons on the farm 
and died there in 1932. 

The NWMP established a 
barracks in St. Albert in 
1888. The two-storey build- 
ing was situated on St. Anne 
Street, just west of the store 
now occupied by Sturgeon 
Electric. They stayed in St. 
Albert until 1896 when the 
town appointed its own poli- 
ceman. A jail was opened in 
the back room of Isaac 
Gagnon’s butcher shop. In 
1903 the policemen were 
Messrs. Ouimet and Guertin. 
In 1905 Ernest Seymour was 
the policeman at a salary of 
$40.00 per month. In 1908 
the police barracks became 
the town office. In 1924 Hank 
Glensinger became the po- 
liceman, and in 1927 he was 
succeeded by Vital Michelot. 
In 1944 the RCMP returned 
to St. Albert to take over the 
police duties in the town. The 
first two constables were 
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Peter Paley and Doug Laub- 
man. They were followed by 
constables Rosengren, Kelly 
and Riley. 

As the town grew in size, 
so did the force. The detach-

This level is well 
below the legal limit.

down the highway and to 
react to information trans- 


mitted by a highway sign or 
lights, his brain's ability to 
assimilate information out-.

This Christmas morning 
there will be a sprig of 
flowering hawthorn on the

debates, was that the gov- 
ernment was offering only 
grudging acceptance of the 
anti-inflation program and, 
in fact, violated the spirit of 
this program several times. 
For example, the rent con- 
trols provided for 10% 
increases in 1976 and for 9% 
increases in the first half of 
1977. Compounded, these 
increases equal 19.9% over 
the 18 month period and 
exceed increases over the 
previous 18 month period by 
at least 6% -- not a very 
convincing way of battling 
inflation. 

MLA salaries are to be 
increased by 10%, 9%, 8% 
and 7% over the next four 
years dating from April 1, 
1975 to April 1, 1979. This 
conformed to the guidelines 
but it must be remembered 
that, later, the government 
revised the MLA Pension 
Act, a move which was 
opposed. This Act now sti- 
pulates that members only 
need to sit for five years 
rather than eight and also 
reduces the age for eligibility 
from 60 to 55. 

The Social Credit Caucus 
took the position that actions 


such as these show no 
leadership by elected offi- 
cials and that, with this kind 
of example, it would be 
difficult to expect many 
Albertans to take the gov- 
ernment very seriously when 
it calls for restraint. Re- 
peatedly we called on the 
Premier to outline the prior- 
ities the government has 
insofar as budgeting for the 
18 month program is conc- 
erned. Our own position 
would be in the areas of 
shelter, health and educa- 
tion, as we believe these 
areas provide for the basic 
goal of equal opportunity for 
all Albertans. 

Other areas of primary 
focus for the Official Oppo- 
sition during the fall session 
included agriculture, envir- 
onment, land ownership, 
municipal affairs and treat- 
ment of the Legislature. 
Walter Buck and Fred Man- 
deville, Social Credit MLAs 
for Clover Bar and Bow 
Valley, emphasized the pro- 
blems that Alberta cow-calf 
producers are encountering. 
Dr. Buck pointed out the fact

was entranced by what the 
Mexicans called fire-flower, 
which grew in great pro- 
fusion.

Method: Tie whole cloves 
and allspice insmall piece of 
cheesecloth.

To a small girl it 
was a bright fragment of 
dreams, a memory that still 
shines across the years. 

Winter days are short, and 
once again tucked beneath 
the warm buffalo robe, we 
turned homeward. The sun 
was sinking toward the 
horizon. A lone crow flapped 
across the snow-laden trees, 
his raucous cry prophetic of 
the cold night to come. Nell 
trotted along, eager to reach 
her own warm stall.

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Christmas tree rooted deep in religious history 


Many of the Yuletide customs we take for granted are very 
old and have been passed from country to country ... 
generation to generation. A great many of them stem from a 
true religious beginning, even though it may be different 
from what, we, today. think of as religion. 


In practically every civil- 
ized country, the Christmas 
tree is an important part of 
the holiday season, and 
many nations claim the 
honour of having had the 
very first one. Regardless of 
claims, Germany introduced 
the symbol; there’s a statue 
of St. Boniface standing in 
the old town of Altenburg, 
since he is the one behind the 
idea. Research proves that in 
the old days, primitive man 


regarded trees as the hiding 
place of spirits, whom they 
worshipped as gods. They 
held ceremonies in their 
honour, placed gifts beneath 
their branches, and the more 
powerful they considered the 
god, the more precious their 
sacrifices. Occasionally one 
of their own number was 
chosen as a human offering 
when the pagans wished to 
especially favour some god.

MISTLETOE 


The word mistletoe is 
derived from the Saxon 
mistl-tan, meaning ‘‘a diff- 
erent twig’’ and there’s an 
interesting legend about this 
pearl-berried green. It seems 
that Balder, a Scandinavian 
hero, was killed by an arrow 
made from a_ mistletoe 
tree-branch. The gods were 
angered by this and decreed 
that from that time on 
mistletoe should be nothing 
but a parasite ... and should 
cause no more trouble. The 


Holly 


This red-berried, glossy- 
leaved shrub is prevalent in 
our decorations at Christ- 
mastime. Its use is traced to 
the early Romans who sent 
holly boughs to their friends 
during the feast of Saturnalia 
which occurred at about the 
time our Yuletide does. The 
early Christians continued 
this custom of using holly as 
gifts, but fashioned it into 
wreaths to symbolize the 
crown of thorns, the red 
berries symbolic of drops of 
blood. From that time on, the 
holly wreath has stood for 
timelessness, its endless 
circle the emblem of Eter- 
nity.

from a pagan to a Christian 
symbol is based upon legend. 
According to the story, an 
eighth-century missionary 
working among the Hessians 
came upon some natives who 
were preparing a human 
sacrifice to the Thunder god. 
Thor, whom they believed 
was ina large oak tree. St. 
Boniface (sometimes called 
St.. Winfred) had come from 


‘England to teach Christianity 


to the pagans, so was greatly 


shocked by what he saw. Just _ 


as the youth was to be killed, 
the missionary raised the 
the missionary raised his arm 
and ordered the ceremony 
stopped, frightening the 
heathens with his stern tone 
and appearance. The Chris- 
tian then ordered the pagans 
to chop down the ‘‘thun- 
der-oak”” which they did in 
sheer terror. The majestic 
tree fell to the ground with a 
thunderous roar, revealing 
for the first time a young fir 
tree growing between the 
broken branches of the fallen 
oak. How it happened to 
grow there no one knows; the 
legend claims that it sprang 
up miraculously. When they 
saw, it, the superstitious 
natives were awed and 
amazed. 

Pointing to the straight 
little fir, the earnest miss- 
ionary suggested to the 
wide-eyed pagans that they 
accept this as a symbol of 
Christianity, which - sur-

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prisingly - they did. Facing 
the group, St. Boniface said, 
“This little tree, a young 
child of the forest, shall be. 
your holy tree tonight. It is 
the wood of peace, for your 
houses are built of fir. It is 
the sign of endless life, for its 
leaves are ever green. See 
how it points to heaven. Let 
this be called the tree of the 
Christ Child; gather about it, 
not in the wild woods but in 
your homes. There it will 
shelter no deeds of blood, 
but loving gifts and rites of 


kindness!"’ 

At the missionary’s com- 
mand, the natives uprooted 
the fir tree and carried it to 
the banquet hall where it was 
looked upon as a symbol of 
everlasting life. In later 
years, the fir - the orthodox 
tree - was lighted by small 
candles representing the 
‘Light of the World’’ and 
gifts placed at its base to 
represent God's gift to the 
world of His Son. 

Decorating the tree other 
than with small candles 


began in Strassburg, Ger. 
many, about 1605, when red 
apples, paper roses and 
sweets were attached to the 
boughs, often with long 
ribbons. In 1841, Queen 
Victoria started the tree. 
trimming idea in England - 
an idea that was quickly 
copied by all the British 
people. The German settlers 
in Pennsylvania originated 
tree-trimming in this country 
The custom spread quickly 
and resulted in the elaborate 
decorations we use today.

Interruptions in the mail 
service, such as the one we 
have experienced over the 
past five and a half weeks, 
have the capacity to virtually 
wipe out a sector of the 
economy -- small business -- 
which accounts for a large 
proportion of this country’s 
success and survival. 

The extent to which these 
losses could be measured, by 
the Progressive Conservative 
Party in a nationwide survey 
this week, reveal some 
shocking facts about the 
effect of this particular postal 
strike on small business in 
Canada. Response to our 
request for information came 
from all across the country. It 
came from businessmen who 
on the average, employ 10 to 
15 individuals and whose 
firms are located in outlying 
or rural areas and depend 
heavily on the mail service 
for bill collection, bill pay- 
ment, invoicing and ship- 
ment of suppiies. Here, in 
accumulated percentage and 
monetary terms, is what they 
reported to us: 

*Monetary losses men- 
tioned started at a low of 
$150 to a high of $450,000 
with revenue losses running 
anywhere from 10% to 90%. 

*The small business, whi- 
ch usually grosses under 
$50,000, experienced the 
most disastrous percentage 
losses. 

*Of the 108 businesses 
reporting the possibility of 
bankruptcy or lay-offs, a full

64% maintained they were 
experiencing excessive debt 
due to loss of credit with 
suppliers and bank loans had 
to be made in order to remain 
solvent. In addition, since 
these firms were unable to 
generate revenue during the 
strike, this indebtedness can 
only increase. 

*Of those 74 firms report- 
ing dollar figure losses 
directly attributable to the 
strike, the average loss 
reported by the end of 
November was running at 
$42,500. 

*The total loss reported by 
the end of November was 
running at $3.145 million. 

*According to pollsters 
and editors, each response 
obtained in this manner is 
indicative, usually, of 100 
similar responses in the 
nation.

or small as it may be. 

In My Neighbour the Uni- 
verse Dr. L. P. Jacks wrote: 
“The meaning of right and 
wrong covers a man’s rela- 
tions to the entire universe 
and not merely his relations 
to his brother man in society. 
A human being has duties to 
the whole universe in which 
he finds himself living. 

“Of these duties the chief 
is to get to understand as 
much of the universe as he 
can, and then, in the 
strength of that knowledge, 
to do his utmost toward 
making it a better universe 
than it would have been if he 
had not happened to be born, 
by creating some bit of new 
value, though it be only 
making two blades of grass 
grow where one grew before, 
or mending the broken leg of 
a sparrow - in other words, 
by bringing to bear all that 
he knows about the universe 
on the guidance of his own 
conduct as a citizen of it.”’ 

To act in that way is to 
assume responsibility as a 
free human being, as a 
Canadian, and as a part of 
the universe.

Kids and poisons at Christmas 


During the Christmas sea- 
son parents should take extra 
precautions to prevent acci- 
dental poisonings in the 
home, Dr. Charlotte Dafoe, 
director of the province’s 
poison control service, said 
today. 

Dr. Dafoe said that with 
the increased activity of 
Christmas, parents may tend 
to become more careless and 
leave potentially dangerous 
substances within reach of 
small children. ‘ 

She pointed out that even 
some popular Christmas 
plants can be poisonous to 
young children. If eaten, 
jerusalem cherry, holly and 


duce severe diarrhea and 
vomiting, while poinsettias, 
though not dangerous, may 
be mildly irritating to the 
stomach and intestines. 

She added that dieffen- 
bachia, a common house- 
plant, is highly toxic to both 
children and adults and 
should never be kept in 
homes where there are small 
children. 

Another potential danger 
is presented by some com- 
mon medicines, she said. 

Four adult aspirin tablets 
can make a two year old 
extremely ill, while eight can 
kill him. And one teaspoonful 
of oil of winter green or 


and D may also be toxic while 
large doses of iron, either 
alone or in combination with 
vitamins can be quickly fatal 
to young children. 

Dr. Dafoe added that extra 
precautions should be taken 
with such common household 


products as polishes for 
furniture, woodwork, app- 
liances and silverware. Many 
contain petroleum products 
which can cause a fatal 
chemical pneumonia if even 
a very small amount enters 
the lungs, she said.

Bright light in sky 


A number of people on 
their way to work, or at home 
last Tuesday morning (Dec- 
ember 16) reported secing a 
bright light in the sky. 

The light appeared before 
8a.m. and seemed to be in 
the south or south-east part 
of the sky. Some reports 
indicate that it may have 
been a falling meteorite. 

One of the people who saw 
the light was Larry Christen- 
son of 12 LaBelle Crescent, 
St. Albert. He saw it as he 
was driving on Groat Road to 
work. 

**l saw what looked to be a 
falling star, with a long 
bluish white tail trailing 
behind it. The head of it was 
quite large." 

He said he saw it at about 


7:45 a.m. 

“It looked to be straight 
cast of where I was, about 
over the refineries, and not 
high in the sky. It lasted 
three to four seconds, which 
is longer than any falling star 
I've ever seen.” 

A spokesman for the Plan- 
clarium said no one is aware 
yet whether any material has 
come down. He said he 
received a report from an 
individual in Westlock who 
also saw the light. 

lt will take one or two 
days, he added for all reports 
to come in so that the 
approximate course of the 
light can be charted. 

If it was a meteorite, that 
will also give an indication of 
where it might have landed.

YULE 


For centuries the Yule log 
has been a guarantée of 
warmth, light and safety. It 
was first used by barbarians, 
who believed that the mass- 
ive trunks from which the 
logs were made kept them 
safe during the winter in 
their enemy-and wolf-infes- 
ted woods. In fifteenth-cen- 
tury Scandinavia, the Yule 
log celebration was a pic- 
turesque one. A huge log 
was dragged from the woods 
to the centre of the large 
manor hall. With great 
pomp, the fire was then 
started with a piece. of 
charred wood kept from the 
Yule log of the previous year. 
This brand had been care- 
fully stored because it was 
supposed to provide security 
against fire and to ward off 
evil spirits during the year. 
The freshly lighted Yule log,- 
which burned for days, was 
symbolic of promise and 
disruptive of all ill feeling. 

In medieval England, the 
Yule log was a huge one

If the fire went 
out, it was a sign of bad luck, 
but this very rarely happ> 
ened, Since it could happen, 
the faces around the log bore 
anxious expressions until a 
steady fire was assured. The 
Yule log ceremony is still 
carried on in some parts of 
England,
